Two Blacks helped 
make today’s Easter 


By MARK HYMAN, author 
“Blacks Who Died For Jesus” 


Simon the Cyrenian, a black 
farmer living outside of ancient 
Jerusalem and Victor, the first 
black African Pope, helped set 
the stage for Easter celebra- 
tions today, 2,000 years later. 

Simon was originally from 
Cyrenia, present-day Libya, 
North Africa. On the day of the 
Crucifixion, he helped Jesus 
carry the cross. This was four 
days before the Resurrection. 
In doing this, Simon left his 
name on the minds of men 
forever. 

The Bible gives an account 
of this historical event thusly: 
“And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon, 
a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid

the Cross, that he might bare it 
after Jesus.” (Luke 23:26). -* 

The Bible, however, does not 
touch on the deadly political 
aspects of Simon's act. Rome 
was violently anti-the Jesus 
movement. It was so violent 
that Simon had to run for his 
life. He was later tracked down 
on the Island of Chios and 
killed. To further illustrate the 
vicious political overtones, 
Simon's two sons, Alexander 
and Rufus, were also murder- 
ed. 

Victor, a black man from 
Africa, was the last pope in the 
second century. Jesus had 
been dead 189 years when Vic- 
tor came to the throne to reign 
for ten years. 

Out of the many religious 


and political conflicts which 
faced him was the controver- 
sial date for Easter. The Asiatic 
churches were bold and 
defiant. They celebrated 
Easter on the fourteenth day 


after the Vernal Equinox, no 
tmatter on which day it fell. 
Pope Victor put an end to this. 
He decided that Easter would 
be celebrated on the Sunday 
following the fourteenth day of 
the Vernal Equinox. Victor was 
buried in St. Peter's Basilica in 
a tomb next to St. Peter, the 
first pope. :

didn’t know the terror that was’ 
inside me when | accepted the 
key to my house.” 

The house at 1367 E. 21st 
Ave. that Flemmings bought 
for $1 required $11,000 worth 
of repair to conform with the 
building code. But he wanted 
more than that. He took a loan 
for $16,200 and prepared to do 
much of the work himself so 
the result would be well above 
city code and something he 
could be proud of. 

He drew up a complete plan 
of the repairs he needed to do 
and wanted to do to complete 
the house the way he wanted it. 
He then worked with a city 
technician who coordinated 
the efforts of some contractors 
and managed the funds from 
his loan. 

To begin, the house needed 
lots of electric, plumbing, and 
heating work. Flemmings 
totally renovated the kitchen 
and bathroom, knocked out
